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TOP LINE THEMES AND MESSAGES 


The DoD is providing mobile surveillance camera operators and a crisis response 
force to support CBP along the southern border through the end of September 
2019. The MSC mission is in all four SW border states and consists of 
approximately 150 CBP-owned vehicle mounted surveillance systems. The CRF 
provides force protection, medical, aviation and engineering support to CBP, if 
requested Approximately 350 personnel provide CBP with migrant transportation 
and facilities support. An additional 750 active duty personnel are supporting the 
OGS mission along the border.
